‘ Suabia. The Augmentation which France is making 
* of her Forces, and her Preparations for War at Lan- 
‘ dau and Alface, have already alarm'd fome of the 
‘ Princes whofe Dominions lye moft expofed; and un- 
* doubtedly "tis upon this Occafion that a Plan has been 
* drawn up and prefented to the ancient Families of the 
* Princes of the Empire for forming an Army of 54 
* Rattallions and 72 Squadrons, to be commanded by 
* fome Prince of thofe Families, &c. The Execution of 
‘ this Plan is liable to many Difficulties, but if it fhould 
© not fucceed, no doubt Recourfe will be had to Mea- 
* fures that will anfwer the fame End. 

Bruffel, June 3. ‘ Drums are beating everywhere in 
French Flanders, and with the greater Succefs becaufe 
the Scarcity of Provifions obliges Numbers of young 
Fellows to enlift in the Troops. The Works carry- 
ing on at Dunkirk are nothing fo confiderable as was 
given out; for "tis certain that they amount at moft 
but to four Batteries, viz. one of nine Guns erected on 
the Ruins of the Citadel, and three others of each fix 
Guns only ; nor are they built with Stone, but only 
Bricks, Faggots and Woodwork; and the Governor 
of the Town permits any Foreigners of Rank to fee 
them. The Fortifications of Winoxberg not far from 
Dunkirk are indeed confiderably augmented, and the 
Works on the Canal of Gravelin are carried on with- 
out cealing, which will be of great Importance when 
the SJaices are finifh'd. 

Hague, June g. N.S.‘ An Exprefs is gone thro’ 
this Country from England to Hanover, with the 
News of Admiral Vernon's Succeis at Carthagena. 
This Event has put all the Foreign Minifters and even 
thofe of the Republick in Motion, and nodeubt but it 
will have the fame Effeétatall ForeignCourts,forafmuch 
as we hear by the fame Exprefs that the Admiral, af- 
ter having done his Bufinefs at Carthagena, was to fail 
in order to befiege fome other Spanith Settlement of as 
great Importance as that. Our Differences with Den- 
mark about the Greenland Trade are in a Way of be- 
ing {peedily accomimodated.

** On the 24th’ paft, being the Day of the Grand 
Court, Dennis Kelley, Efg; was made Chief Juflice, 
and took his Place on the Bench.” 

** On the 6th inflant three Fellows belonging to a 
New-York Privateer were try’d here for Piracy, before 
the Governor and other Commiffioners, according to 
the A&t of King William III. ‘They took a French 
Veflel bound from Leogane to Cape Francois, ty’d 
Halters about the Captain’s and his Paflengers Necks, 
hang’d up Negroes, and behav’d fo cruelly, as to be a 
Difgrace to the Englifh Name ; but they were acquitted, 
becaufe the Frenchman had two Spanith Paflengers on 
board, who‘e Property was about 17 Serons of Cocoa, 
which the French Captain offered to deliver. The Go- 
vernor faid he was forry he could not punifh them for 
their Barbarities.” 

‘* On the 8th a large Vefflel was brought into Port 
Royal, taken as a Prize by the Defiance, Capt. ‘Trevor. 
She was ladem at Cadiz, and bound for Carthagene : 
The Commander of her called himfelf a Frenchman. 
He had thrown his Papers overboard, in the Basket 
they were putup in; which an Englifh Sailor obferving 
to float, leapt out of a Port-hole, fwam to them, and 
brought them back to his Ship: When the Frenchman 
faw them he gave up his Sword, and faid he was a lawful 
Prifoner. The Prize is reckon’d worth 400001. Sterling. 
The Aétive and Vigilant Capt. Peter Warren, of the 
Squirrel Man of War, had kept the Admiralty-Court a 
long Time in Bufinefs, having brought in lately no lefs 
than fix Prizes of great Value ; but as he lies now by 
the Wharf a careenifig, this Veffel will keep it in Em- 
ployment till he can get to Sea again.” 

** On the 15th a Spanifh Vefiel was fent in asa 
Prize by Capt. Douglas of the Falmouth. She is laden 
with Sugar, Tobacco, &c. and was bound for Cartha- 
gone, from fome little Port between that and Porto

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Dublin, May 26. The great Joy which was fhewn 
in this City alt Sunday, by Perfons of all Ranks, on 
account of Admiral Vernon’s Succefs at Carthagena is 
almoft inexpreffible ; the Illuminations and Bonfires 
were more numerous than they have been known on any 
Occafion : The Barrack Guns and thofe of moft Ships 
in the Harbour were fir’d, and each Perfon vyed with 
the other to expre{s their Joy on fo glorious an Oc- 
cafion. 

On Monday Evening the Rejoicings continued. In 
Kevan. ftreet was ereéled a large Tree, on the Boughs 
of which were fufpended a great Number of Pitch Bar- 
rels and Furz; and on the Summit was placed Admiral 
Don Blais in Effigie, with a Wooden Ladle by his Side 
for a Sword, and proper Decorations, and this Infcri- 
ption on his Bresft, Alas! Poor Don Blafs. Near it 
was a Scaffold erected, with Pattereroes placed round 
it, and two Ships with Colours flying. Ina Chair fat a 
Perion reprefenting Admiral Vernon, armed and at- 
tended by others, who reprefented his Officers, with 
Cutlafles, &c. The Pattereroes were continually dif- 
charged, and anfwered by the Fire of Small Arms in 
the Square. At Night the Tree and Barrels were fet 
on Fire. Our Rejoicings were likewife continued all 
over the City, until this Morning.

They write from Rome, that a malignant Sort of 
Fever fills the Hofpitals of that City, which they afcribe 
to the unwholefome Air corrupted by the late Inunda- 
tions. They add, that in a Congregation of the Pope 
and Cardinals it has been determin’d, that all Marriages 
between the Catholicks and Proteftants, fhall be cele- 
brated hereafter by the Catholick and not by the Prote- 
ftant Minifiers: And that no lefs than 22 of the Car- 
dinals attended the Funeral Obfequies of the deceafed 
Cardinal Lanfredini.
